SHAMEFUL DISTORTION, 


The press of Vetoria has for some time back 


_ pursued the most abandoned course of malevo- 


lence in respect to the affairs of British Colum- 
bia. To misrepresent and distort, in every con- 
ceivable. way, the acts of the Government, | 
appears to be their chief study. Every circum- 
stance, no matter how trivial, is eagerly seized 
hold of, and every passing incident construed 
and perverted to the one grand object of placing | 
our laws and our officials. in the most unfavora- 
ble light before the public. The same amount of 
: vigilance and ingenuity directed to the more hon» 
orable and patriotic work of redressing the griev- 
ances and developing the resources of their own 
Colony, or, in other words, attending to their 
own basiness, instead of intermeddling with ours, 
would earn for’our contemporaries a high repu- 
tation as public journalists, The Cariboo Senti- 
nel, during its ephemeral existence, came in for 
the big end of the ‘dirty work,” and the pecu- 
liar talents of the person selected to condact that 
venal and scurrillous sheet appeared pre-eminent-. 
ly to fithim for the task. But now that the 
career of that paper has been brought to an 
ignomiinious end, it would seem that journals of 
rather more pretension to respectability are de- 
termined to supply the place of the defunct Sen- 
tinel. In pursuance of this line of policy we find 
a leading article in the Colonist of a late date 
devoted to the eleetion just held in the district of 
Quesnel, and the object of which is to heap upon 
the Executive all the disgrace attached to that 
really disgraceful affair. The Government is 
charged with keeping back the writ, curtailing 
the district by establishing new boundaries, and 
otherwise bringing official pressure to bear, and 
ali in order to secure the return of Mr. Smith, 
because he is under the Executive thumb-screw, 
and can easily be made an obedient instrument. 
Nay/the article even goes the length of intimat- 
ing that Executive pressure led the Chinamen to 
the polls! Now, although we would not desire 
in apy way to excuse or extenuate the enormi- 
ties of the really disgraceful farce enacted in the 
district of Quesnel, yet common honesty and 
fairness compel us to enter our protest against 
the disingenuous*turn so artfully sought to be 
given’ to it by our contemporary. The election 
of Quesnel was just conducted on precisely the 
same basis, and in exactly.the same way as all 
the other elections, at least, so far as the Gov- 
_erpment were peer The writ was even 
forwarded with’more than usnal dispatch after 


the seat became vacant, and the mode of ascer- | ———— 


taining the wishes of the inhabitants of the dis- 
trict was, as usual, left in the hands of the Magis- 
trate and the electors themselves. Had the latter 
chosen to prevent Chinese from voting, it was 
perfectly competent for them todo so. With 
regard:to the alleged curtailiog of the district. | 
by establishing new boundaries, there is certainly 
nothing whatever in that circumstance to justify | 
the use which the Colonist, taking its cue from 
the dead Sentinel, makes.of it. Upon the intro- 


* duction of the present system, the boundaries of 


electoral districts were very loosely defined. At 
the first election the people of Vanwinkle consi- 
dered themselves as belonging to Cariboo East, 
and yoted in that district. At the second elec- 
tion they voted in Cariboo West. More than 
twelve rey a ago it was represented to the 
Governo that the natural division of the two 
ridings of Cariboo was Cottonwood, and that 
by making it the boundary the East riding would 
comprise nearly all the mining interests, while 
the West riding would constitute an agricultural 
district. ‘The suggestion was acted upon, and 
Cottonwood fixed as the boundary, at that period, 
- and, of course, long before anybody could have 
possibly foreseen that an election would take 
place in either of these districts this year. It 
was undoubtedly to be regretted that by this 
‘change & number of persons, some twenty or 
twenty-five, we believe, have been debarred from 
taking part in late election ; but to charge 
the Government with baving made the change—, 
or, perhaps, it would be more proper to say, de- 
fining the boundaries of the districts, for it would 
really appear that they were not established 
with any degree of definiteness before—in view 
of the late election, and for the object hinted at, 
‘jg ag unjustifiable as it is contrary to fact. So

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far as official influence having been used in order: 


to secure the return of Mr. Smith is concerned, 
there is not a single particle of troth in it.) In- 
deel, the only official influence that had the 
most remote connection with the election, was 
that of the Magistrate undag whose direction it 
was carried out, dnd we have reason to believe 
that whistever influence he did bring to bear upon 
the contest, was used against Mr. Smith and in 
favor-of the Colonist’s own candidate. It will 
thas be seen that in his zeal to blacken the Gor- 
ernment of this Colony, our contemporary bas, 
to paraphrase his own language, “ like many 
other smart dodgers, overshot the mark,” 
and the dirt he threw at others has been spat- 
tered back upon his own face. 

The circumstance of a ton of quartz rock, 
from a gold-bearing ledge on Williams Creek, 
having been exported the other day, has afforded 
these grievance-mongers 8 glorious opportunity 
for the indulgence of their evil propensity. The 
circumstance of a little difficulty having arisen 
in respect of the application of the gold export tax 
to the gold contained in the quarjz, has afforded 
materia! for. sensation ~paragraphs in all the 
Victoria papers, wherein the Government are 
described as a shameless set of blood-suckers, &c. 
&c. Now, the circumstances connected with the 
exporting of a ton of quartz by a Mr. Evans, 
are simply these:—A day or two before the 
quartz’: was about to be shipped to Victoria, 
Mr. Evans called upon the Collector to know 
how he would manage about the Gold! Export 
Ordinance in respect of some gold-bearing quartz 
which was en route from Williams Creek to San 
Francisco, for asssy. That officer told - Mr. 
Evans that it was simply big business to carry 
out the law, but that if he would call upon the 
Administrator of the Government and explain 
the case it would doubtless be arranged. No 
more was heard about it till the morning 


the steamer was leaving for Victoria, when Mr. 


Evans again presented bimsef before the Collec- 
tor, wishing to know what was tobedone. He 
was, of course, asked if he bad acted upon the 
advice pteviously given, and arranged the mat- 
ter with the head of the Executive, to which he 
replied that he had not. The Collector then told 
him that he had no power to allow the quartz to 
go out free, inasmuch as the Jaw required him 
to collect:the duty upon all gold exported, and. 
made no provision for gold contained in quartz 
being exempted. Of course the difficulty arose 
as to the quantity of gold contained in the quartz, 
and the Collector expressed his willingness to 
allow the quartz to be exported upon Mr. Evans 
leaving @ memorandum to the effect. that he 
would pay the tax upon whatever gold might be 
extracted from the quartz at San. Francisco. 
This, in substance, is the sum total of the 
‘ shameful ” outrage committed upon Mr. Evans, 
by the Collector of Customs. Of course all will 
agree that no tax should have been collected 
upon the quartz, under the circumstances, and it 
is to be regretted that the difficilty, trifling as it 
was, should have occurred. But, we opine no 
intelligent, unprejudiced man will say that the 
Collector exceeded his duty. It is his business 
to enforce the law, not to suspend it. Doubtless 
it was never intended that gold contained - in 
quartz, which was exported for the purpose of 
testing the quality of a ledge,.should be sub- 
jected to the tax ; bat the Act makes no pro- 
vision for such a case, and the whole’ blame 
clearly rests with Mr. Evans, who. neglect- 
ed to attend tothe advice of the Céllector, 
and thereby brought the trouble upon himself. 
We have always looked upon Mr. Evans ass 
highly respectable person, and if he bas told his 
story in such a way as to justify the use made of 
it by the Victoria papers we shall feel very 
much disappointed in the man.

From Mr. Allan, who left Cariboo on the 5th, 
sud Mr. Rankin, who left on the 4th,’ we have 
obtained thé following items of news :—The 
weather on Williams Creek had modersted ; the 


"> ‘snow had nearly disappeared, and rain was fall- 


ing on the 4th., Most of the wheels were going, 
and ‘the claims yielding much as asual. The 
following are the priocipal claims at work ; Aus 
tralian, Wake-up-Jake, Hit-or-Miss, What-Cheer, 
Davis, Watson, Last Chaiice, Ferest Rose, Cam- 
eron, Raby, Confederate, Dead-Broke, Prince of 
Wales. , In the last named claim a strata of gra- 
vel, twenty feet from the bed-rock, was paying 
90 ounces aday. In Coyklin’s Gaich s com- 

ny of 12 men were runding & tunnel into the 


pil, at which they expest to work™during the 


winter. A company had struck good diggings 
about 20 feet from the. bed-rock, in ground ad- 
joining the What-Cheer claim, paying an ounce 
aday tothe hand. In MeArthar’s Gulch the 
old Stobo Co. had struck good pay in a tunnel. 
The Barker, Diller, Canadian, Baldhead, Sheep- 
skin, Wake-up-Jake, Welsh and Cariboo Com- 

anies bave combined for the purpose of contin- 
uing the bed ruck drain from its present terminus 
through their claims, being & distance of about 
1400 feet. This work will be carried on during 
the wtnter. Capt. Evans has taken the contract 
for catting the balance of the bed-fock, flame— 
abont 800 feet—at $18 per foot. The figure is 
considered very low. Thediscovery quartz claim 
on Bald Mountain is believed to be a good thing.

To the Editor of the British Columbian. 


Str :—I am not the only rate-payet in this 
much abused “‘city of stamps” who would like 
to know what has become of the £2,500 granted 
by the Legislative Council during the last ses- 
sion for city improvements. Surely the Govern- 
ment have not been frightened out of expending 
the grant by the hue and cry raised on Williams 
Creek through the medium of that little snarling 
cur called the Sentinel. If our Executive can 
be infloenced or intimidated by such means as 
that, it will only prove their unfitness to direct 
the affairs of the Colony. 
clearly some time ago that the Colonial Treasury 
is a heavy debtor to this city, and there ought to 
be no hesitancy in the matter of expending the 
small pittance doled ont to ns; The fact of the 
matter is, the people of New Westminster have 
submitted far too long and too uncomplainingly 
to a policy calculated to discourage the actual 
settler, and pander to a popolar cry which really 
has its origin in another Colony. What the peo- 
ple of Victoria would desire is that the revenue 
of,this Colony should be expended in opening up 
roads to the mines, paying for their light-hoases, 
subsidizing steamers to run to their port, and 
the like ; but whenever a dollar is speut for any 


object calculated to build up a town, or retain | 


the. population in this Colony, or promote the 


raising of the necessary supplies for the mining 


community, itat once provokes their hostile op- 
position. To this feeling we charge the Govern- 
ment with having given way far too much. They 
must take a firm stand on the side of permanent 
interest, and not be frightened from the true 
policy by any petty agitation: But, I had well 
nigh forgotten my text. What aboat the legis- 
lative grant? Is it to be spent, or has it been 
spent, or what has become of it? A more op- 
portane time for giving out work could not be 
hit upon. There are considerable numbers of 
miners coming down who want work badly, and 
if they cannot succeed in getting it here, the pro- 
bability is that they will be lost to the Colony, 
as there is no chance-of getting employment in 
the neighboring Colony. The Government would, 
therefore, be discharging a double duty by ex- 
pending the grant now. >

[We believe a little less than one-fourth of the 
grant to the city has been expended, th@balance 
being still unaccounted for. We quite agree 
with our correspondent as to the desirability of 
having the remainder expended now, when the 
labor it would employ wonld undoubtedly have 
a tendency to keep’ péople in the Colony, and 
help them to return to the diggings in the spring.
